Self-culture 
is the beginning of all reform, and there is 
litle hope of Louisville outstripping ber 
rivals unti] she shows a stronger disposi- 
tion end purpose than she has ever yet 
shown to piovide for the intelidctusl m- 
prevement of ber citizens. Progress ol 
whatever kind depends upon knowledge, 
and until we commence to recognize and 
ect upon this princ!ple we shall always re 
main, in many important particulars, very 
much behind the age. 

As the beginning of 4 new movement 
we hope Prot. Perry and others will be 
invited to visit and iccture at Louisville. 
At present there are no questions belore 
the genera! pub'ic of bigher piactical im- 
portance than the questions of tariff 
finance, internal revenue, and banking, 
and a'so no subjecis about which there is 
so little taly known and cto much said. 
We are only superficially informed on 
thee difficult and comp'icated questions, 
and it is because every individual in the 
nation is directly interested, in a 
maierial sense, m having these 
branche genera! affairs based 
upen correct principles, and admin‘stered 
according to the most approved methods o/ 
enlighte.ed experience, that we should so- 
licit and welcome every opportunity for 
instruction that presents iwelf No man 
in the count 7 is more competent to deal 
with these subjecis then Prof. Perry; and 
he is, mcve>ver, we understand, a very cx- 
celknteneaker. Let us have him come to 
Louisville. We need to her what 
such a man has t say @: much 
as do the people ef Boston. Chica- 
gu, St. Louts, or New York. We repeat 
that we hope some of our publrc-spi:.'ed 
clizers will take it upon themselves to 
make arsangements with the “Free-Trade 
Leegue” of New York to have Louisville 
added to the lint of ci.‘e° to which its lec.

The Body ef a Murdered Ciucinnatian 
Comes to the Surtace. 

Os Seturday le ten ineuest was beld by the 
Coreper, J. M. Howard, of Meade county, upon 
tbe body of an unkpown man found fivating in 
ihe Obie river, near the Kentucky shore. about 
30 miles below Louwi-ville and Il miles above 
Rock Haven. The deceased was about six fret 
tell, and forty or forty-dive pears of age: had on 
ca:simere coal, vest. and pants. The boot oa the 
let foot Was patched tn two places. In his vest 
pocket there ves a Loulsvillie and Jeffersonriiie 
terry ticket: algo two letters, both dated Cincin- 
nati, one June 16, 1568, signed Samuel Biav, Su- 
perintencent of Cincinpati Ice Companys, recom- 
me.ding Curpelins Barrets as atrastworthy man. 
The other beter was dated May 24, 1868 . and was 
signed by Duan & Witt, recommending the #ame 
person. The forehead over the lief eve was 
broken in, aod there wasa large hole in the left 
side, apparentiy cut bya cnife. The right ear 
wes off. 

The jury dec'ded that the unfortunate man was 
Corpeiius Barrett, formerly of Cincionati, and 
thet he bad been murdered about two weeks be- 
fore, as the body appeared to have been in the 
water about (hat length of time. The boly was 
buried on the bank of the river at the potat 
where it bad been found.
